We pre­ 
fer to have it regarded strictly as 
the startin g point for the develop­ 
ment of chapters through which we 
expect to dem onstrate the practi­ 
cability of radio referendum as the 
mechanism by which the people may 
express their will with reference to 
the involvement of this country in 
foreign wars. Of course, as an or­ 
ganization, we are not 
concerned 
with the character of th at expres­ 
sion of will. 
“ I would like also to emphasize 
the fact th at the League is distinctly 
and definitely not another peace so­ 
ciety. N either is it concerned with 
the racial or social status, nor the 
political, economic or religious be­ 
liefs of its membership. On the con­ 
trary, one of its chief objectives is 
to find, w ith the assistance of engin­ 
eering genius, a real solution to the 
ever-present world-shaking problem 
of war. 
“Freedom of citizens to express 
their will prom ptly in any national 
emergency should be a prim e re­ 
quisite for the protection and order­ 
ly development of the social and 
economic institutions of the United 
States. It is in this belief th at we 
have organized the League.
